Claims 1, 4, 6-12, 14. 16-17, 20, 22-25 are rejected and are the subject of this 

Appeal Brief. 
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STATUS OF AMENDMENTS 
All amendments have been entered. 
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SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 



In the following discussion, the independent claims are read on one of many possible 
embodiments without limiting the claims: 

1. A method comprising: 

creating a program schedule (Figure 1, 100) that includes a listing for a television 
program that has supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association 
with the television program (Specification at page 5, lines 9-19); 

associating a first predefined unique symbol (Figure 1 "diagonally split rectangle) 
with a first type of the supplementary content to indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to 
display first interactive content and the television program on a first screen by a processor 
(Specification at page 6, line 18 to page 7, line 3); 

associating a second predefined unique symbol (Figure 1 M W-S") with a second 
type of the supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a 
second screen, second interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first 
screen, or to indicate a two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static 
content related but not synchronized to the television program on the first screen by the 
processor (Specification at page 5, line 20 to page 6, line 4); and 

providing the predefined unique symbol in association with the listing in the 
program schedule (Specification at page 5, line 20 to page 6, line 4). 
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14. A method comprising: 

receiving a program schedule (Figure 1, 100), the program schedule further 
comprising (Specification at page 5, lines 8-18): 

a first listing (Figure 1, 140) for a television program that has 
supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television 
program; 

a second listing (Figure 1, 120) for a television program that has 
supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television 
program: 

a first predefined unique symbol (Figure 1, "diagonally split rectangle") in 
association with the first listing, where the first predefined unique symbol is associated with a 
first type of the supplementary content to indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first 
interactive content and the television program on a first screen (Specification at page 6, line 8 to 
page 7, line 3), a second pre-defined unique symbol (Figure 1, "W-S") associated with the 
second listing where the second pre-defined unique symbol is associated with a second type of 
the supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second 
screen, second interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or 
to indicate a two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related 
but not synchronized to the television program on the first screen (Specification at page 5, line 
20 to page 6, line 4); and 

sending the program schedule to a display by a processor (Specification at page 5, 
line 20 to page 6, line 4). 

17. A method comprising: 

distributing a television program to an audience, where the program has 
supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television 
program (Specification at page 5, lines 8-18); 

distributing the supplementary content to the audience by a processor, where a 
first unique predefined unique symbol (Figure 1, "diagonally split rectangle") is associated with 
the supplementary content to indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first interactive 
content and the television program on a first screen (Specification at page 6, line 18 to page 7, 
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line 3), and a second pre-defined unique symbol (Figure 1, "W-S") is associated with the 
supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, 
second interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to 
indicate a two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but 
not synchronized to the television program on the first screen (Specification at page 5, line 20 to 
page 6, line 4); and 

providing listing information for the television program. 

24. An apparatus comprising: 

a receiver (Figure 2, 23) to receive a transmission comprising a program schedule, 
the program schedule further comprising (Specification at page 10, lines 9-17): 

a first listing (Figure 1, 140) for a television program that has 
supplementary content as provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the 
television program; 

a second listing (Figure 1, 120) for a television program that has 
supplementary content as provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the 
television program 

a first predefined unique symbol (Figure 1, "diagonally split rectangle") in 
association with the first listing, where the predefined unique symbol is associated with a first 
type of the supplementary content to indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first 
interactive content and the television program on a first screen (Specification at page 6, line 18 to 
page 7, line 3), a second pre-defined unique symbol associated with the second listing where the 
second pre-defined unique symbol is associated with a type of supplementary content to indicate 
a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, second interactive content 
synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to indicate a two-screen static web 
mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but not synchronized to the 
television program on the first screen (Specification at page 5, line 20 to page 6, line 4); and 

a display component (Figure 2, 230) coupled to the receiver to display the 
program schedule on a display device and to display the predefined unique symbol on the display 
device (Specification at page 10, lines 9-17). 
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At this point, no issue has been raised that would suggest that the words in the claims 
have any meaning other than their ordinary meanings. Nothing in this section should be taken as 
an indication that any claim term has a meaning other than its ordinary meaning. 
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GROUNDS OF REJECTION TO BE REVIEWED ON APPEAL 



Whether claims 1, 4, 6-7, 17, 20, and 22-23 are unpatentable 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Stautner in view of Farwell, 

Whether claims 8-12, 14, 16, 24-26. and 28 are unpatentable under 

35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) ov er Stautner in view of Farwell and further in view of Boy< 
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ARGUMENT 



A. Are claims 1, 4, 6-7, 17, 20, and 22-23 unpatentable 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Stautner in view of Farwell? 

Claims 1 and 17 call for associating a second predefined unique symbol with a second 
type of supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode. 

In other words, one could always select an icon to get picture display. It has nothing 
whatsoever to do with supplementary content. Any kind of content can be displayed in the 
picture and picture mode. The claim requires associating a second predefined unique symbol 
with a second type of supplementary content. This is not done in the cited reference. The PIP 
symbol has nothing to do with supplementary content and only has to do with the original 
content and whether content is displayed in two images. Further, it is required that the 
predefined unique symbol is provided in association with a listing and a program schedule. This 
also does not happen. 

Finally, Farwell has nothing to do with two-screen interactivity mode on the display. The 
two-screen static web mode is described in the present specification at the top of page 6, as 
involving two screens, a television screen and a computer display that are used to present the 
content in conjunction with the program. This does not happen in the cited reference. In the 
cited reference, he has a button to have a picture in picture, which normally means that you can 
watch two different channels. He does not have anything that indicates that the supplementary 
content needs two different devices to display it or can be displayed in connection with the 
current system. 

Therefore, the cited reference does not meet the limitations of these claims. 

B. Are claims 8-12, 14, 16, 24-26, and 28 unpatentable under 35 U.S.C 

§ 103(a) over Stautner in view of Farwell and further in view of Boyer? 
Claim 14 

Claim 14 calls for a second predefined unique symbol associated with a second listing. 
The second listing is a listing for a television program that has supplementary content. The cited 
reference to Farwell has nothing to do with a second listing for a television program that has 
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supplementary content. It has nothing to do with a TV guide and only to do with displaying 
television. 

Claim 24 

Likewise, reconsideration of the rejection of claim 24 is requested.

CLAIMS APPENDIX 



The claims on appeal are: 



1 . A method comprising: 

creating a program schedule that includes a listing for a television program that 
has supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the 
television program; 

associating a first predefined unique symbol with a first type of the supplementary 
content to indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first interactive content and the 
television program on a first screen by a processor; 

associating a second predefined unique symbol with a second type of the 
supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, 
second interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to 
indicate a two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but 
not synchronized to the television program on the first screen by the processor: and 

providing the predefined unique symbol in association with the listing in the 
program schedule. 

4. The method of claim 1 wherein the first predefined unique symbol is a text string. 

6. The method of claim 1 wherein the first predefined unique symbol is a graphic 
symbol. 



7. The method of claim 1 wherein the first predefined unique symbol is an image. 

8. The method of claim 1 further comprising distributing the program schedule. 



9. The method of claim 8 further comprising: 

printing the program schedule in a publication; and 

printing the second predefined unique symbol in the publication. 
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10. The method of claim 8 further comprising: 
transmitting the program schedule; and 
transmitting the second predefined unique symbol 

1 1 . The method of claim 10 further comprising transmitting data which when 
accessed by a machine causes the machine to display an animated version of the second 
predefined unique symbol. 

12. The method of claim 8 further comprising: 

making the program schedule available on the World Wide Web; and 
providing the second predefined unique symbol in association with the listing in 
the program schedule on the World Wide Web. 

14. A method comprising: 

receiving a program schedule, the program schedule further comprising: 

a first listing for a television program that has supplementary content 
provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television program; 

a second listing for a television program that has supplementary content 
provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television program: 

a first predefined unique symbol in association with the first listing, where 
the first predefined unique symbol is associated with a first type of the supplementary content to 
indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first interactive content and the television 
program on a first screen, a second pre-defined unique symbol associated with the second listing 
where the second pre-defined unique symbol is associated with a second type of the 
supplementary content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, 
second interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to 
indicate a two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but 
not synchronized to the television program on the first screen; and 

sending the program schedule to a display by a processor. 
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16. The method of claim 14 further comprising: 

receiving an animated version of the first predefined unique symbol; and 
sending the animated version of the predefined first unique symbol to the display. 

17. A method comprising: 

distributing a television program to an audience, where the program has 
supplementary content provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television 
program; 

distributing the supplementary content to the audience by a processor, where a 
first unique predefined unique symbol is associated with the supplementary content to indicate a 
one-screen interactivity mode to display first interactive content and the television program on a 
first screen, and a second pre-defined unique symbol is associated with the supplementary 
content to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, second 
interactive content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to indicate a 
two-screen static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but not 
synchronized to the television program on the first screen; and 

providing listing information for the television program. 

20. The method of claim 17 wherein the second predefined unique symbol is a text 

string. 

22. The method of claim 1 7 wherein the second predefined unique symbol is a 
graphic symbol 

23. The method of claim 17 wherein the second predefined unique symbol is an 

image. 
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24. An apparatus comprising: 

a receiver to receive a transmission comprising a program schedule, the program 
schedule further comprising: 

a first listing for a television program that has supplementary content as 
provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television program; 

a second listing for a television program that has supplementary content as 
provided as an enhancement transmitted in association with the television program 

a first predefined unique symbol in association with the first listing, where 
the predefined unique symbol is associated with a first type of the supplementary content to 
indicate a one-screen interactivity mode to display first interactive content and the television 
program on a first screen, a second pre-defined unique symbol associated with the second listing 
where the second pre-defined unique symbol is associated with a type of supplementary content 
to indicate a two-screen interactivity mode to display, on a second screen, second interactive 
content synchronized to the television program on the first screen, or to indicate a two-screen 
static web mode to display, on the second screen, static content related but not synchronized to 
the television program on the first screen; and 

a display component coupled to the receiver to display the program schedule on a 
display device and to display the predefined unique symbol on the display device. 

25. The apparatus of claim 24 further comprising: 

an input device to receive a signal corresponding to selection of the predefined 
unique symbol on the display device by a user; and 

a content delivery component to provide the supplementary content in response to 

the signal
